SUN POWER 


It is a ‘well known. scientific fact 
that all natural heat on the earth is 
derived from two sources—-(1)\ the 
rays of the sun; (2) the intergg] heat 
of the earth which deep dow!Y under 
its crust {is still in a condition of in- 
lense. even gaseous heat. For some 
time past investigations’ have been 
conducted-as to*vhether it is not poss 
sible to utiliza the sun rays for the 
purpose of generating heat and ob- 
taining power. It is-:now a common: 
place fact that the accepted methods 
of obtaining, power by -the burning 
of wood, coal or oil are perhaps effi- 
cient but are undeniably wasteful 
because they involve the consumption 
of what cannot be replaced by man, 
except in the case of wood, and wood 
of course, is a very trifling factor in 
the production of power. The stores 
of coal and oil inthe world are indeed 
vast, and their exhaustion is still far 
from) near, but the more accessible 
supplies may be exhausted in a com- 
paratively short time, and> such -ex- 
haustion means a_most. serious prob- 
lem for those countries which have 
built up great industries _and have 
come to depend largely on the wealth 
of their coal and oil supplies.
